Sir: 


In reply to your letter of the 20th instant you are informed that you should first use in the 
coinage of dimes, the uncurrent silver coins transferred for recoinage; when the coinage of such 
bullion is reduced so that it cannot be worked economically, you will use the trade dollar bullion 
in connection with the same. 


The entire amount of uncurrent coin transferred should be recoined before the close of the 
fiscal year and the account closed.
